Diplomats Seek to Work Out 
an Elastic Series of Sanc- 
tions 


GENEVA, Oct. 19. —- In their 
preliminary study of the protocol 
for the pacifie settlement of inter- 
national disputes, which was re- 
cently adopted here, and the ex- 
perts of the League of Nations are 
said to be reaching the eouclusion 
that without the beneficent neu- 
trality of the United States it will | 
be difficult to organize sanctions 
against any aggressor state. 


The correspondent of a press agency | 


learns that this preliminary study has 
demonstrated forcibly the nature of 
the problems of arranging any effect~ 
ive system of sanctions with the 
United States not adhering ‘to the 
protocol. Among the many exam- 
ples which might be cited, two are) 
brought forward. They sre eel 
where the signatories to the protocol 
shall endeavor to bring pressure 
against an aggressor state by cutting 
off all loans and all supplies ot war 
material. It is pointed oat that in 
such a contingency an aggressor state} 
always could have the resort of ap- 
plying to the United States for help.

The first stage woulda be the cut-) 
ting off of consular and diplomatic 
relations with a state which had been 
declared an aggressor.
